STATE LIBRARY BUDGET 


Ohio State Library Board has submitted its 
budget request for the 1957-59 biennium. 
($370,491 - $371,401) 

This budget represents an increase of ap- 
proximately $100,000 over the current appro- 
priation. The increases occur primarily in 
three items: salaries, books, and state aid. 
The salary request calls for eight new 
positions which are needed for two reasons: 
first, to take care of the added load coming 
from the Library Services Act; second, to re- 
lieve the load now falling on the present 
staff of the State Library. The volume of 
work has reached the point where unless more 
help can be provided, services will have to

The library’s book budget has remained 
the same for the past four years although 
hook costs have been increasing steadily.

Local libraries receiving should 


have their grants increased by 20‘. in order

The total budget request will come close 
to providing the matching funds required by 
the Library Services Act. Any part of the 
State Library budget requested which can be 
shown to be used for rural library service can 
be used for matching funds.

EXECUTIVE BOARD MEETING NOTES 
December 6, 1956 


The Board voted to create a Public Rela- 
tions Committee with a general chairman and 
four small sub-committees: Funds, Scholar- 
ships, Recruiting and Communications. 

It was also voted to support State Library 
personnel recruiting trips to library schools 
to a maximum of $250. 

The Board approved and agreed to support 
the State Library's request for a 1957 budget 
of $370,491 and a 1958 budget of $371.401.

Unanimously approved a working budget 
of $8.695 for the Ohio Library Association 
for the year 1956-1957. 

It was voted to join the Indiana Library 
\ssociation (and possibly another state) at 
French Lick, Indiana, for the annual meeting 
in 1958. if satisfactory arrangements can be 
made. The dates were set for November 6-8. 

The Board voted to create a special com- 
mittee to study membership problems and the 
remuneration of the membership chairman.
